Halifax Regional School Board (HRSB) 
chair Irvine Carvery said last night the 
Dexter government was “misleading” in 
suggesting a $45-million surplus in the 
province’s eight school boards proves 
the boards have money to cut. 

“This is being seen as an attack on 
school boards. Plain and simple,” 
Carvery said at last night’s monthly 
school board meeting in Dartmouth. 

“The government chooses to bring 
forward this cry that boards have all 
this money, sitting on a pile of cash. 

Just to prove a point?” 

Carvery was responding to comments 
made by Education Minister Ramona 
Jennex, who suggested yesterday the 
figure proves school boards have more 
than adequate funding. 

But Carvery said that while the 
HRSB’s “accounting surplus” was $12.6 
million, the actual cash surplus was 
closer to $4.2 million, accumulated over 


want the government to 
understand that we 
understand that we need to 
be part of the solution. I want 
the government also to 
understand, at the same 
time, that we take education 
very seriously.”

10 years and with $2.6 million already 
earmarked for improvements to the 
board’s offices. 

Carvery described the Dexter govern¬ 
ment’s response over the last few weeks 
as “a play in the media” to strengthen 
their position in the negotiation. “It’s 
unfortunate that the government has 
decided to release this information in a 
way that suggests school boards have 
more than enough to cut,” he said. 

Carvery added he still hopes cooler 
heads will prevail when school boards 
sit down with Jennex on Feb 3.

Shakes head 


A bail hearing for 22-year- 
old Archie Billard has 
been postponed for one 
week. 

Billard has been 
charged with breaching 
probation, driving while 
disqualified and six sepa¬ 
rate weapons charges. He 
was arrested by Halifax 
Regional Police early Sat¬ 
urday morning after offi¬ 
cers allegedly saw him 
driving a vehicle in a 
downtown parking 

garage. 

Billard made a brief 
court appearance yester¬ 
day, saying nothing while 
his defence counsel John 
Black asked to postpone 
the bail hearing until Feb. 
2. The judge granted the 
request. 

At about 2 a.m. Satur¬ 
day, police said they saw 
Billard running down a 
downtown street. Shortly 
after, they received a call 
about a disturbance at a 
nearby establishment and 
felt the two might be con¬ 
nected. 

They located and ar¬ 
rested Billard in the 
parkade on Hollis Street. 

According to police, a

subsequent search of the 
vehicle turned up brass 
knuckles, bear spray, and 
a knife. 

Billard was high behind 
the wheel of a stolen car 
Oct. 14, 2004, when he 
sped through a red light 
and struck the vehicle of 
Theresa McEvoy. 

McEvoy, a 52-year-old 
teacher’s aide, died as a 
result of the crash. 

Billard was sentenced 
to 4/2 years for his part in 
her death. He was also 
subject to a 10-year driv¬ 
ing prohibition. 

After spending two- 
thirds of his sentence 
split between a youth cor¬ 
rectional facility and a 
federal penitentiary, Bil¬ 
lard was released in June 
2009. 

Since then, he has had 
several run-ins with the 
law.

Naugle spent in remand O Served 3.5 years for similar offences in 2006 



Eight and a half years was 
far too long a sentence for 
serial drunk driver Teriy 
Naugle, his lawyer said 
yesterday. 

“It’s three and a half to 
four years longer than sen¬ 
tences with similar cir¬ 
cumstances to him,” Luke 
Graggs told reporters out¬ 
side the Nova Scotia Court 
of Appeal yesterday. 

Last year Naugle plead¬ 
ed guilty to drunk driving, 
driving while disqualified 
and leaving the scene of an 


accident. It was his 23rd 
conviction for impaired 
driving. 

All three offences carry 
five-year maximum sen¬ 
tences, but they’re usually 
served at the same time 
when they stem from the 
same incident. 

But Crown attorney 
Mark Scott said there’s no 
case quite like this, with 
an offender with such a 
lengthy record. Naugle has 
68 other criminal convic¬ 
tions going back to 1974. 

“I could not find any 
case with a comparable 
record or aggravated facts 
as in this case. It’s a unique

case,” Scott said. 

He added it was fortu¬ 
nate no bodily harm was 
caused in the March 2009 
accident or else the sen¬ 
tence would be longer. 


Naugle was driving im¬ 
paired when he hit a car 
pulled over at the Enfield 
on-ramp on Highway 102. 
Julia McMillan and her 13- 
year-old daughter Jillian 
were in the car at the time, 
and her husband, Peter 
McMillan, was just metres 
away. 

Naugle blew a tire but 
drove on to a nearby gas 
station then fled after Pe¬ 
ter McMillan confronted 
him. He was caught short¬ 
ly after by RCMP officers. 

Scott said there are no 
rules limiting consecutive 
terms and maximum sen¬ 
tences.

The chance to finally safely 
skate on local lakes in HRM 
may prove short lived. 

With the bitterly cold 
weather the past few days, 
ice thickness on many lakes 
in HRM has risen to appro¬ 
priate levels for skating, the 
municipality announced 
yesterday. 

The Red Cross recom¬ 
mends a minimum of 15 
centimetres of thickness 
for individual skating, and 
21 centimetres for group 
skating of two or more peo¬ 
ple. 

But with the tempera¬ 
tures expected to rise above 
the freezing mark today —

able the remainder of the 
week — HRM is warning 
people to remain cautious 
when deciding to lace them 
up. 

“If a lake is really just 
getting to that safe level 
and now we’re into mild 
temperatures, you could 
probably assume it’s not go¬ 
ing to be as thick,” cau¬ 
tioned HRM spokesperson 
Shaune MacKinlay. “It 
would really depend on 
how thick the ice surface 
was to begin with, but real¬ 
ly, we wouldn’t know until 


we could get out there and 
do more tests.” 

The municipality is also 
asking people to use “ex¬ 
treme caution” where mov¬ 


ing water such as streams 
flow in and out of lakes. 

About 80 lakes and 
ponds are tested for ice 
thickness in HRM. 


A Nova Scotia special-care 
home is apologizing after 
the mother of a 20-year-old 
autistic man said her son 
was locked for periods of 
time over 15 days in a con¬ 
stantly lit room without a 
bathroom.

Egyptian anti-govenmient 
activists pelted police with 
firebombs and rocks in a 
second day of clashes yes¬ 
terday. Police forces moved 
in and used tear gas, beat¬ 
ings and live ammunition 
fired in the air to disperse 
any demonstrations. 

There were signs the 
crackdown on protesters 
was taking a toll on Egypt's 
international standing. 
Wliite House spokesman 
Robert Gibbs would not say 
whether President Hosni 
Mubarak, the target of 
demonstrators’ anger and a 
close U.S. ally, still has the 
Obama administration’s 
support. Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said the gov¬ 
ernment should allow 


peaceful protests instead of 
cracking down. 

A policeman and a pro¬ 
tester were killed yesterday 
when a car ran them over 
during a Cairo protest, secu¬ 
rity officials said. The exact 
circumstances of their 
deaths were not clear. Offi¬ 
cials said earlier the two 
died when they were hit by 
rocks but later changed the 
account. Three demonstra¬ 
tors also died in clashes in 
Suez and one pohceman 
died in Cairo violence. 

Security officials said 
860 protesters have been 
rounded up since Tliesday, 
when tens of thousands 
turned out for the largest 
protests in Egypt in years.

Astronomers see 
oldest galaxy yet 


An international team of 
astronomers say they have 
glimpsed the earliest 
galaxy yet, a smudge of 
light from nearly 13.2 bil¬ 
lion years ago — a time 
when the cosmos was a far 
lonelier place.

What makes people tick? 
Anybody who has suffered 
jet lag knows all about the 
body’s internal clock, 
which is driven by a clus¬ 
ter of brain cells. 

But even the cells 
throughout our body have 
their own 24-hour clocks 
to co-ordinate activities at 
the cellular level. Now, 
new research suggests 
that these internal 
timepieces may be more 
complicated than 
scientists thought. 

For years, scientists 
have said this clock is basi¬ 
cally the activity of certain 
genes. But in a new study, 
scientists looked at 
human cells that don’t 
even have genes. And in 
these red blood cells, they 
found an enz 5 mie flip-flop¬ 


ping between two forms 
on a regular 24-hour cycle. 

Is that a clock? Or is it 
just responding to some 
clock? Nobody knows yet, 
says Akhilesh Reddy of 
Cambridge University. But 
it seems to be connected 
in some way to the genetic 
mechanism found in other 
cells, he said. Reddy co-au- 
thored two studies on the 
subject in today’s issue of 


the journal Nature. 

Joseph Bass of 
Northwestern University, 
who co-wrote a Nature 
commentary on the work, 
said the new findings 
don’t overturn the 
standard notion of a gene- 
based clock. Still, he said, 
“Our understanding of the 
clock is expanding with 
this work and other 
work.”

Like many players with 
the Halifax Rainmen, 
Mike Evans is in town to 
get to the NBA. Or in his 
case, get back to the NBA. 

The 55-year-old, an¬ 
nounced as the Rainmen’s 
newest head coach at a 
press conference yester¬ 
day, already has a wealth 
of big-league experience 
— as both a player and a 
coach — but is making a 
comeback of sorts after al¬ 
most two years on the 
sidelines. 

“My aspiration is to get 
back in the league,” Evans 
said. “That’s where my 
heart is. But in the 
process, I can benefit from 
doing this, and hopefully 
do something to help 
these players, too.” 

Evans was a six-foot- 
one, three-point bombing 
guard who averaged 7.7 
points in 591 career 
games over nine NBA sea¬ 
sons.

sistant coach — even land¬ 
ing a 56-game gig as 
interim head coach in 
2001-02. His most recent 
NBA job was as an assis¬ 
tant to Sam Mitchell with 
the Toronto Raptors from

Evans, who inherits a 
team with a 4-2 record and 
has 14 games to get ready 
for the playoffs, wants to 
employ a fast-paced style 
of play. 

“Not the Mike D’Antoni 
seven seconds,” he said, 
referencing the coaching 
style D’Antoni made fa¬ 
mous with the Phoenix 
Suns. “We’re not going to 
do that as of yet, but we’re 
not going to be far from 
that.” 

Evans is only signed un¬ 
til the end of the season, 
but he has his sights set 
on a championship and 
can’t wait to get started. 

“I like coaching and I 
miss it,” he said. “This is 
an opportunity to get back 
in — and who knows 
where this ends?”

Rafael Nadal wiped the 
tears from his eyes with his 
taped-up fingers. 

His Rafa Slam was evapo¬ 
rating. The 25-match win¬ 
ning streak in Grand Slams 
and his bid to become the 
first man since Rod Laver in 
1969 to hold all four major 
titles at once was three 
games from ending. 

He was hurt. He was 
down two sets and a break. 
It was the same court, and 
the same round where he 
retired in the Australian 
Open last year. Yet the idea 
of packing it in didn’t even 
enter his mind. 

“I hate the retirements,” 
he said. “This wasn’t the 
day. I did last year. I hate 
that moment... Didn’t want 
to repeat that.” 

Six games later, Nadal 
was out of the tournament, 
losing 6-4, 6-2, 6-3 to fellow 
Spaniard David Ferrer yes¬ 


terday in Rod Laver Arena, 
the centre court at Mel¬ 
bourne Park named after 
the Australian great whose 
four consecutive majors he 
was tiying to match. 

“It’s a victoiy for me. But 
it’s not a victoiy, really,” 
Ferrer said. 

Laver, who lives in Carls¬ 
bad, Calif, was surprised to 
hear of Nadal’s loss. 

“I’ll be darned,” Laver 
said in a phone interview 
with The Associated Press. 
“I thought he’d come all the 
way through. They were all 
counting that he was going 
to be the defending cham¬ 
pion in all four tourna¬ 
ments. 

“That’s disappointing for 
him. In a way, that was an 
effort to put all those tour¬ 
naments together through 
last year. It really was a 
good performance.”
